Mr Love took issue with many of 
the statements made by George Web- 
ster, chief financial critic of the Gov- 
ernment; Dealing with’special~ war 
rants, which he said was a perennial 
question, raised by the Calgary mem- 
ber, Mr Love showed that — special 
warrants for the past year were 25 
per cent lower than during the pre~ 
vious year. He defended special war- 
rants on the grounds that no Govern- 
ment in times like these could fore- 
tell’ what may happen twelve months 
hence, and as an example, stated 
that nearly one third of the special 
warrants made last year were made | 
up of $900,000.00 representing ad-| 
vances to the cities of Edmonton rae | 
Calgary in connection with Unem- 
ployment Relief. 

Dealing with the cost of selling Al- 
berta Provincial bonds last year, Mr. 
Love agree with Mr Webster that the 
rate. was unreasonably high, but he 
maintained that this was not the fault 
of the Government; he said that dur- 
ing the past four years over One Bil- 
lion Dollars of Government bonds — 
Federal,” Provincial and Municipal, 
have been place on the market. Such 
‘a heavy volume of capital require- . 
ments is bound to result in higher 
rateg of interest being charged in or- 
der to get them sold. 


In justifying the Government's fis- 
February to May 1932 each of the 
Westem Provinces placed several mil- 
lion dollars of bonds on the market, 
and that in no case was the cost of 
selling these bonds lower than -6.75 
per cent ,and 30 per cent of tne bonds 
sold during this period the cost to the 
respective Provinces was not lower 
than 6.77 per cent.

Government's ability to balance bud- 
gets because since 1980 the Govern- 
meat had met with heavy losses, Mr 
Love maintained that the deficits were 
capused, not by exceeding the esti-| 
mjated expenditures, but were due vii 
tirely to a tremendous falling off oF 
all sources of revenue. Alberta’s de- 
ficits during the past, four years were 
just one half the total deficits of Sas-| 
katchewan, and the reagon for these 
deficits was largely accounted for by

Mr Love then turned to the ques- 
tion of Pwhlic Debt, and presented 
the following figures to show that the 
total public debt of Alberta has not 
been doubled since 1921 as many 
critics of the Government masntain.

Of this total increase one-third was 
accounted for by expenditures on 
highways; in connection with this one 
item Mr Love referred to speeches of 
Léberal and Conservative leaders in 
former Sessions who had advocated 
spending over Twenty-five Millions on 
highways alone, which would have 
added several millions more to the 
present. Public Debt. Yet these very 
same men are the ones who are n0w 
so alarmed over the Public Debt sit- 
uation in the Province. 


Referring to the. Telephones and 
Wheat Pool debt, which make up a- 
bout one-fifth of the total increase, 
Mr Love maintained that these were 
self supporting and were not a direct 
change on the people of the Province 
Mr Love quoted the Canada Year 
Book to show that ‘all Provinces in 
Canada incréased their Provincial 
debts by 126 per cent from’ 1921 to 
1981; during this same period Al- 
berta’s | Provincial Debt increased 
only 39.5 per cent 

Turning to ordinary expenditures, 
Mr Love like Mr Duggan, the Leader 
of the Conservative party, quoted. the 
Citizens Research Institution of Can- 
ada to show that even though the per 
capita expenditures of Alberta is 
higher than most of the other Prov- 
inces, still the fact remains that Al- 
berta’e per capita expenditures from 
1922 to 1930 increased the least ot 
any Province in the Dominion 

Turning to the estimates that are 
before the House for the Fiscal year 
1983-34, Mr Love pointed out that the 
controllable expenditure, which _in- 
cludes all the expenditures except 
Public Debt charges, are $681,609.00 
less than in the year 1921. When it is 
considered that in spite of the new 
Lands and Mines Department, there 
are a hundred and thirty fewer per- 
manent employees in Government ser- 
vide téday than in 1921, it is a ques- 
tion whether Mr Pattinson, Member 
for Edson, is not right in saying that 
“we have not only cut to the bone, 
bu have practically gone the limit in 
economy in Government services.”

It is just what the word implies: 
to inflate, to puff up, to cause to ex- 
pand—what? Naturally, we can in- 
flate anything at all, whether that 
be the money we earn, or a little shop 
-. . on the street corner, or a big fac- 
ba” tory) out in the Middie West. If 4 
man, perhaps more likely a wonian, 
spends beyond his or her imeone 
with the handy help of the instalment 
plan—that is inflation, If a factory 
turns out more shoes or radios or re- 
frigerators than it may reasonably 
expect to sell on the market—that 1s 
inflation. If we use our total sav- 
ings of $1,000 for the purchase of 
$5,000 stocks in Wall Street, in the 
best. fashion of the get-rich-quick 
scheme—that is inflation. 


Briefly, everything is inflation that 
exceeds the limits of rime or reason; 
everything that is excessive; every- 
thing that is based upon hope rather 
than on fact. Turning it around, we 
get deflation; if a man makes $5,000 
& year but lives on a $2,000 standard 
—that is deflation. If a factory could 
sell many mre things than it actual- 
ly produces—that is deflation. If 
we stuff our money behind the cuckoo 
clock instead of putting it into the 
. savings bank—that is deflation. 

We may well remember what hap- 
pened back in 1925 and subsequent 
years. Factories were making 50 
many things at that time that only 
part of them could be sold. People 
gambled in the stock market to the 
tune of billions of dollars without 
havinig (or bothering mmich about) 
the funds to cover their obligations. 
Everybody was buying, buying, buy- 


ing. Open accounts in the depart- 
ment stores, the instalment plan, 
a the buy-today-pay-next-year scheme 


were flourishing beyond descripition. 
This was wholesale inflation. 


Five years latér the situation had 
reversed itself. Thousands of fac- 
tories had closed down. Today, there 
are millions of people who hardly can 
afford one square meal a day, let 
alone crowd the stores and shops, The 
large gtores are careful with their 
accounts, and the butcher and the 
iceman are glad if they can collect 
their bills three or even four months 
late. The powerful industry of the 
United Stateg is tuning down its pro- 
duction so much that there are not 
sufficient goods for the peoplt to buy. 
Because the people have little or no 
money, This, then, is wholesale de- 
flation. 

This deflation goes on and on. 
Look at the terrible drop in prices. 
What a dollar could buy in 1929, costs 
now less than 70 cents. Everything 
from locomotives to lollypops, and 
from skyscrapers—is so cheap that 
fhe men who make these anf other 
chings can hardly take a profit, The 
drop in prices is good for the buyer, 
but bad for the manufacturer who is 
inclined ask: “If there is no profit 
in business, what's the use of being 
in business at all?” The business 
world holds, therefore, that prices 
must be restored as quickly as possi- 
ble. 


And that is not all the damage 
done. Think of all those who have 
contracted debts at some time or 
other. There are few among us who 
have not. If we bought a Baby 
Grand three years ago on the instal- 
ment plan and if we pay at the rate 
of, say, $7.50 a month for, God knows 
how many months, this $7.50 has 
really become $10 in the mpantime. 
Because what was $7.50 in 1929, is 
$10 these days. In other words, we 
have to pay $2.50 more every month, 
simply because prices have dropped 
So much. 

Prices must be raised, profits re- 
stored, debts decreased—or else half 
of all business in America may go 
bankrupt. To avoid this, is the true 
reason why so many people favor cur- 
rency inflation. It would do al! this 
(on paper) and make people happy 
again (fora time). It sounds 80 
convincing; if we cannot get back to 
prosperity without the consumer, by 
all means, let us fill his pocketbook 
to overflowing. If all he wants ts 
money, why not print it? What do 
we have all the gold for, if we can 
not issue paper notes on the strength 
of the gold reserves? What is the 
authority of the United States Gov- 


80 wrong: 
It 3 so simple but it involves 
a tremendously difficult problem. 


They argued the same way in fore- 
ign countries, some ten years ago. 
What is worse, they realized their in- 
ter that followed, made them regret 
their folly. Take, as an instance, 
Germany after the War. In 1918, 
she had a national debt of about sev- 
enty billion gold. marks, and there 
was actually more gold in the trea~ 
sury than before the War. But the 
German business world wanted to 
free itself from the tremendous debts 
burden which the treaty of Versailles 
had laid upon its shoulders. It want- 
ed better prices and bigger profits. It 
was anxious to overcome the defeat 
in the trenches through a marvelous 


and ‘sudden production of “wealth.” |. 


Then the printing presses started 
turning out monéy: The prices rose 
and the profits rapidly climbed up- 
ward, 

A fantastic. period began in the 
life of Germany. The Reichsbank kept 
133 printing offices busy to make all 
the money. And fast-rising prices 
swallowed the money as fast as it 
was printed. So, more money was 
meeded. The more money was print- 
2d, the faster would prices rise. It 
was a vicious cycle. In 1918 the Ger- 
(man mark was worth about 17 cents; 
the following year it dropped to 7 
cents; in 1920 to less than 2 cents; 
in 1922 to less than one-fourth of @ 
cent; till it was worth nothing at 
all. 


The consequénces are well-nigh in- 
describable, Prices rose so fast that 
a trip from Berlin to Hamburg would 
cost one day one million papermark, 
and when you returned the next day, 
you would find that the fare was now 
two million, Employees would. get 
their salaries in the morning and 
would carefully figure out what they 
could buy fort; when they did their 
shopping in. the afternoon they would 
find that prices had changed so much 
that they could buy only half of the 
things they’ expected ‘to buy. Foreigh- 
ers would light their cigarettes with 
10,000 mark bills, and during the lat- 
er stages of the inflation even with 
10,000,000,000 mark bills. 

It was a great day for those who 
owed money. Mortgages were paid 
off at a tiny fraction. of their real 
value. Foreigners with their dollars 
and francs and tira and sterling 
pounds could bag the most ridiculous 
bargains. They could (and did) buy 
large apartment houses for $40 or 
$50. .Factoriég were obtainable for a 
like amount. In fact, the most lucra- 
tive proposition at that time was to 
borrow from some banker who waé 
willing to lend it—and pay it back a 
few days later. In the meantime, the 
mark would have dropped so much 
that the borrower could make a 
handsome profit. . 

The people of Germany must have 
felt like the man who wanted to buy 
a big waterfall. But the man who 
owned it, wanted too much for it, 80 
he had a cheap artist paint one on a 
large canvas. The man has his wat- 
erfall. But he had no power, So the 
German people had all the money m 
the world, in December, 1923, there 
were about 500,000 trillion marks in 
circulation. But the money didn’t 
buy anything. 

And when it was al! over, and the 
mark was stabilized again, the coun- 
try was free of debt, and so were its 
citizens. But the savings were gone, 
the investments had disappeared un- 
der the avalanche of the inflation, the 
large middle-class were inrpoverished 
and Germany had to start all over 
again. 

The spectacle of currency inflation 
was repeated time and again, in Aus- 
tria and the Balkans, in France and 
Italy and Spain and some of the La- 
tin-American countries, and always 
with disastrous results. Great Bri- 
tain also had some experience with in- 
flation when she went off the gola 
standard. And time and again, in- 
flation followed the same course; ‘t 
was very ‘beneficial for those whv 
owed money; it was a calamity for 
the creditors; and it proved a great 
blessing for those who made their 
goods with inflated currency, and 
sold them for stable money, for in- 
stance, the export interests. 

It is the very same interests which 
today are clamoring for inflation in 
the United States. There are very 
few people who are creditors. But

that does not mean that we get rich-

the Government is predominantly an 
administrative body; it is the trustee 
of the nation; it is handed money by 
the people, and it spends this money 
for the people. Whatever the Gov- 
ernment is, whatever it does, what- 
ever it pays, the Government de- 
petds on the mation. What backs 
these dollar bills in the end, is not the 
Government, then, but the nation. 
And the currency stands for the na~ 
‘s wealth, 

We should, therefore, increase the 
volume of the currency only if we 
can, at the same time, inorease the 
wealth of the nation. It is well 
known, of course, that since 1929 the 
wealth of the nation—its mines, its 
factories, the income of its people, 
the profits of its corporations—has 
been reduced enormously. The total 
wealth of the United States today is 
less than half of what it was in 1929. 
If in spite of this reduced wealth we 
issue more currency, what would we 
be really doing? We would be doing 
the equivalent of pouring a gallon of 
water into a gallon of milk. Then we 
have two gallons of “milk”. But 
it the same milk? 


Let us print billions and billiong of 
paper money. What is bound to hap- 
pen? We'll have more “money” and 
less values. Printing paper money 
without regard to the wealth of the 
country, is the same as saying: from 
now. on this yardstick will be the 
equivalent of five yards. Then, natu- 
rally, everything we would measure 
with this “corrected” yardstick would 
be five times longer, or wider, as the 
case may be. But actually we would 
not have gaimed a single inch. 

And so we may smoke our five- 
cent cigar in the easy chair with the 
satisfaction that all the assets of this; 
big country are nicely summed up in 
a definiely regulated circulation of 
paper money. This circulation stands 
presently at 5 billion dollars. If in- 
flation starts, and adds another 5 bil- 
lion to the circulation, the, theoreti- 
cally, all things are worh only half 
of their former value. And-our five- 
cent cigar would have to sell for ten 
cents to bring the maker and the 
dealer their former price. That’s why 
prices go up with the inflation of the 
currency. The same is true of shoes 
and dresses, of books and toys, of 
real estate and ships and rugs and 
furniture. Prices go up, but real, 
intrinsic values go down. 

Is it not possible—it may readily 
be argued—to inflate the currency 
just a little bit, so that prices may be 
reduced to a deceyt level? No! This 
cannot be done. In order to inflate 
prices and profits, in order to reduce 
debts,’ it is not enough to print one 
billion paper dollars, or perhaps two. 
In order to affect the valuation which 
underlies our entire economic scheme 
with its prices and quotations, with 
its profits and credits, its debts and 
mortgages and obligations, we need 
hube amounts of “inflated currency” 
—perhaps ten or twenty, or even fifty 
billion dollars.

Fish is a food which spoils very 
quickly, and which is dangerous to 
eat if not fresh.

on Dominion Stréet between 4th and 
Sth Ave., on 4th Ave. between Domin- 
ion and Ontario Street. 

On March 4th we built a small 
show plow at a cost of baout $2.00 
and had the sidewalks plowed practi- 
cally all over the town. Again on 
March 7th we had the plow out, en- 
deavoring to keep a path clear to the 
schools but on account of the wind 
we did not have much success and 
only used the plow just before the 
schools were dismissed at noon and 
evening. 

We have used the relief men where- 


ever possible to keep the sidewalks 


and paths clear of snow and will con- 
tinue to do so until present snow is 
removed. 


The sidewalk bridge near the tor- 
ner of Queen Street and 6th Ave., has 
been a continual expense as the 
railing had to be réplaced practically 
ever year. Dirt has washed into 
cuts under the bridge and filled it 
to within two feet of the sidewalk 
and it is the intention of ths commit- 
tee to build a small 8 foot. culvert 
under the bridge and fill it in with 
dirt so this part of the walk will be 
safer and free from further upkeep. 

We need all the dirt we can get 
from cellars but as it saves the own- 
ers' money to have it removed, we 
are going to bill the party from 
whose property we remove dirt in the 
future, with the gasoline used in the 
town truck and have instructed ‘the 
utility man to have this thoroughly 
understood before moving dirt of 
this kind. 

As several 
been using wood arid coal] this win- 
ter we expect considerable ashes will 
Have accumulated before the spring 
clean-up. We wish to have _ these 
ashes and other clean rubbish depos- 
ited in the slough on 7th Ave. East 
of Main Street in an endeavor to fill 
in the roadway and make the start 
this year of a road from Main Street 
for the use of ratepayers’ on this 
avenue. This can be done with prac- 
tically no expense, except a top coat 
of gravel or cinders, which can be 
hauled at odd times by the town 
truck. 

On motion, the report of the Public 
Works Committee was accepted and 
incorporated in the proceedings of the 
meeting.

By this we mean. lack of 
discipline, punctuality and efficiency 
in knowledge and: skill in fighting 
fire and in handling the fire appar- 
|atus quickly and smoothly. 

Last year the brigade consisted of 
nine men and only one practice was' 
attempted in the year, apart from 
; turn-outs to real fires. ' 

The Fire Chief and brigade ex-| 
pressed the desire and need of prac- 
tice in coupling hose, opening hyd-

Russell Love, M.P.,

When it is necessary in a time of 
emergency to make drastic cuts, these 
can only be made in the large spend- 
departments .of the Government; 
which in” Western Canada are the 
Public Works and Education Depart- 
ments. 

Dealing with Education, Mr Love 
took issue with Mr Webster in stating 
that the expenditure for the Univer- 
sity has been out,of line for many 
years and that this item should have 
been cut long ago. The present ap- 
propriation for the University is prac- 
tically the same as ten years ago, 
while there are several hundred more 
students attending today. Mr Love's 
claim was that the more we cut the 
University, the greater must be the 
increase in fees to attend this institu- 
tion. Although this cut is necossary 
al the present time, Mr Love express- 
ed the hope that times would soon 
improve so that a greatér appropria- 
tion could be made, thus bring ng a- 
bout a lower fee so that University 
opportunities - could be availabie to . 


more people than just the boys and 
girls of rich families, 
Dealing with highways, Mr Love 


regretted that the present conditions 
made it necessary to make a very 
drastic cut in highway expenditures 
during ,the current year. In view of 


, criticism received from the Motor’ As- 


sociation and others in connection 
with this item, he maintained that

| fact that although the estimated rev- 


enue from motor vehicles and the gas 
tax is three and a half million dollars, 
and the expenditure for highways 
only $756,000.00; the public must 
bear ingmind the fact that interest 
and sinking fund must be provided 
out of these sources of revenue on our 
present investment in highways, 
which leaves onfy a little over a naif 
million to be used for general revenue 

When it comes to a question of 
whether we should reduce schoo! 
grants by hal’ a million and allow this 
money on highways, or maintain 
scohol grants and use this amount for 
general revenue, Mr Love felt that un- 
der the circumstances the policy a- 
dopted by the Government was justi- 
fiable. 

Dealing with taxation, which op- 
position speakers have always main 


tained ig becominb unbearable in. this 
Province. Mr Love challenged’ Gov- 
ernment critics to show any tax 


which effected all the people that has 
been brought into effect in this Proy- 
ince since 1921 apart from the gas 
tax and the Income Tax. He_ stated 
that these are the only two new taxes 
added on to the people of the Proy- 
ince since 1921. 

Even with the one cent increase in 
the gus tax this year, Alberta's gas 
tax will still be as‘low as any Prov- 
ince In the Ddminion,
